The nine of hearts was 
trumped with the nine of 
diamonds, A small club was 
led and the ten-spot finessed, The 
nee, nine and seven of clubs 
won the last three tricks, giving 
Whitebrook his contract of five 
diamonds doubled.

stretomycin were working as a

They pointed out that penicil- 
tin mlone did a good job in Isill- 
ing off the germs, but that its 
peak performance might be in- 
creased as much as ten-fold 
with streptomycin in on the 
act, : 


Streptomycin, working alone, 
did not equal the performance 
of penicillin, the selentists sald. 


In oneientifie Innguagte, 
harmontous and co-operativ 
tion of two more opents is 
known as a synergism, and the 
seient believe that their ex- 
periments which were con~ 
ducted in the test tube, have 
proved that there is a “true 
synergism of the two! drugs.'

The experiment also showed, 
the scientists reported, that 
chloromycetin, another suecalled 
“wonder drug,” hac some effect 
on the streptococci bacteria 
when mixcd with penicillln but 
that the action was not as 
preat as performed by penicillin 
alone, 


The = scientists believe that 
chtoromycetin somehow — inter- 
fered with the carly bacterl- 
didal effects of penicillin, The 
phenomenon wis observed with 
all nine strains of the bacteria, 
but not in the same = degree, 
they sald, 


The scientists’ work is signi- 
fcant in that it may lead to a 
type of drug treatment in those 
persons who become immune 
to penicillin or — streptomycin 
after prolonged treatment,

Washington, Apr. 24.—China under the Com- 
munists is providing a better cash paying market 
for American cotton than she did under the Nation- 


alist Government. 


Government reports show that 


Communist China has been buying only slightly 
less American cotton this marketing year than 
Nationalist China_purchased_in the previous one. 


Furthermore the Com- 
munists were paying full 
price for all of it. Almost 
all cotton shipped to Nation- 
alist Chinn during the pre- 
vious season was paid for 
by the American tax-payer 
through foreign aid pro- 
grammes, according to agri- 
culture figures, 


Among the cash paying na- 
tions, officials said, Communist 
China and Communist-ruled 
Czechoslovakia rank second and 
third respectively in’ total pure 
chases of American _cotton this 
marketing season, Canada was 
first. 

The officials define the cash- 
paying? country as one that 
recelves no foreign ald funds 
for-the purchases of American 
cotton, At present more than 
80 percent of American cotton 
exports, a total of more than 
5,000,000 bales a year, is being 
pald for with foreign ald funds. 


HEAVY SPURT 


The heavy spurt in the buying 
of American cotton by the 
Chinese Communists occurred 
in February. During that month 
China and Hongkong imported 
as much American cotton as 
they took during all of the 
previous six months, 

This ‘boosted their take for a 
seven-month period to 115,000 
bales. That wag a drop of 
only 12,000 bales from imports 
during the same period last 
year when the Nationalists con- 
trolled big cotton mills 
Shanghai and other 
cities,
